BE EXPECTED OF ANY SPONSOR, A SWAPO 
IDENTIFICATION. 

IF IT IMPORTANT TO SWAPO AND TO MACBRIDE TO HAVE 
ENGLISH LANGUAGE LESSON TAPES, HOWEVER, IT REASONABLE 
EXPECT THEY WOULD BE AGREEABLE TO IDENTIPYING CLEARLY 
SUCH LANGUAGE LESSON PROGRAMMING AS SERVICE PROVIDED 
THROUGH AUSPICES OP UN COUNCIL POR NAMIBIA OR 
UN COMMISSIONER POR NAMIBIA IN INTEREST OP ALL NAMIBIANS. 

2. MOST OR ALL OTHER BROADCASTING PROM LUSAKA TRANSMITTER 
TO NAMIBIA WOULD STILL BE IDENTIFIED WITH SWAPO. 

IN EVENT THAT PACT WOULD STILL LEAVE POLICY PROBLEM 
NOTED STATE 236671, DESPITE SPECIAL IDENTIPICATION OP 
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LANGUAGE PROGRAMS, BELIEVE REVIEW IN ORDER. WHILE 
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ADMITTEDLY ONLY NAMIBIAN LIBERATION GROUP TO WHICH 
WE EXPOSED HERE IS SWAPO, WE HAVE DISTINCT IMPRESSION 
THERE NONE OTHER OF SIGNIFICANCE IF INDEED ANY, SUCH
